Lindbergh Says Britain 
Defeated Despite Help 
Granted By Uncle Sam 


CHICAGO, April 18 —Col. Charles A. Lindbergh today left before 
the nation one of his strongest pleas against American intervention in 
the European war, toward which he said the country is being drawn 
“against the opposition of more than four-fifths of our people.” 
Addressing an enthusiastic, overflow crowd of 10,000 persons a t an 
anti-w ar rally sponsored by the America First Committee, which he 
has just joined, the noted flyer charged there are small groups in the 
« United States whose prime objective is to get America into the war. 
These groups, he said, are Ameri­ 
ca’s “real enemies.” 
This nation’s entry in the war, 
he said, can bring nothing but 
“chaos and failure.” 
Asserting 
that England is doomed, whatever 
the United States may do, he de­ 
clared: 
“We m ust face the fact that j 
England is in a desperate posi­ 
tion. 
Up to date she has lost 
every m ajor campaign in w’hich 
she has participated.” 
He pointed out his claim was 
justified by British shipping losses 
and her geographic position, then 
continued: 
“Personally. I believe it will be

For thirty years, he has been a 
slave to this passion and one must 
admit the object of his affections 
has justified him. because as time 
has gone on, he has made discov­ 
ery after discovery, and always 
the cell has revealed more and 
more secrets about itself. 
The cell is the red cell of the 
human blood. My friend says it is 
the most interesting cell in the 
animal body. It is the most nu­ 
merous, in the first place, and 
probably the most necessary'. As 
you see them in the circulating 
blood, these tiny, shining little 
messengers go scurrying along to 
all the other cells of the body, 
bringing oxygen from the lungs, 
tak ing up poison from the tissues 
and carrying these pois« ms back to 
the lungs to be excreted in the ex­ 
pired breath. 


Replacing Red Cells 


A great many of them get dam­ 
aged and worn out in the process. 
So they have to be replaced. The 
manufacturing plant for this es­ 
sential defense industry is the 
marrow of the bones. Here the 
red blood cells are born and ma­ 
ture, until they are ready to be 
thrust out into the bustling life of 
the circulation. And they must be 
manufactured in quantity. 
One trillion red blood cells must 
be manufactured in the bone m ar­ 
row every day. 
One billion cells a minute That 
is the rate at which this factory 
must produce them 
They last in 
the circulation 
about thirty days then they are 
worn out and go to the scrap 
heap. P art of the raw materials 


of which they are composed is used 
again for replacements of new 
cells. The important raw material 
of blood cells is iron, which is a 
necessary ingredient of the curi­ 
ous chemical substance hemoglo­ 
bin which does all the work of the 
red blood cells. 


Iron Very Important 


About 85 per cent of the iron of 
the old cells is used again: 15 per 
cent, which is wasted, must be re­ 
placed in our food. This is about 
15 milligrams a day and most of 
our diets are close to the daily 
lower limit on this. Iron is the raw 
material for blood cells and, just 
as in our defense program, is the 
real bottleneck of production. The 
foods which contain iron in most 
abundance are egg yolk , oatmeal, 
whole wheat bread, beans, peas, 
spinach, prunes and nuts. 
In this industry of blood cell 
mak ing, a driving force is also 
needed — an-executivc, somebody 
to k eep the wheels turning. This 
is furnished by a chemical manu­ 
factured in the wall of the stomach 
and stored in the liver. It is k nown 
to 
the 
medical 
profession 
as 
E.M.F. To you, as liver extract. 
It is easy to distinguish an 
anemia which is due to lack of iron 
from one due to lack of E.M.F. 
and the treatm ent for each is self- 
evident— to supply the missing 
ingredient. In cases where liver 
extract is used it is advised to give 
also a liver “cock tail": equal parts 
raw (or broiled) liver and tomato 
juice, with a teaspoonful of yeast 
; extract added.

F or th irty years, he has been a 
slave to this passion and one m ust 
adm it the object of his affections 
has justified him, because as tim e 
has gone on, he has made discov­ 
ery a fte r discovery, and alw ays 
the cell has revealed more and 
more secrets about itself. 
The cell is the red cell of the 
human blood. My friend says it is 
the most interesting cell in the 
animal body. I t is the most n u ­ 
merous, in the first place, and 
probably the most necessary- As 
you see them in the circulating 
blood, these tiny, shining little 
messengers go scurrying along to 
all the other cells of the body, 
bringing oxygen from the lungs, 
taking up poison from the tissues 
and carryin g these poisons back to 
the lungs to be excreted in tho ex­ 
pired breath. 


Replacing Red Cells 


A great many of them get dam ­ 
aged and worn out in the process. 
So they have to be replaced. The 
m an ufacturin g plant for this es­ 
sential defense industry is the 
m arrow of the bones. 
Here the 
red blood colls are born and m a­ 
ture, until they are ready to be 
th ru st out into the bustling life of 
the circulation. And they m ust be 
m anufactured in quantity. 
One trillion red blood cells mu«t 
be m anufactured in the bone m a r­ 
row every day. 
One billion cells a minute T hat 
is the rate at which this factory 
m ust produce them. 
They last in 
the circulation 
about th irty days then they arc 
worn out and go to the fccrap 
heap. P a r t of the raw m aterials 


of which they are composed is used 
again for replacements of new 
cells. The im portant raw material 
of blood cells is iron, which is a 
necessary ingredient of the curi­ 
ous chemical substance hemoglo­ 
bin which does all the work of the 
red blood cells. 


Iron Very Im portant 


About 85 per cent of the iron of 
the old cells is used again: 15 per 
cent, which is wasted, m ust be re­ 
placed in our food. This is about 
15 milligrams a day and most of 
our diets are close to the daily 
lower limit on this. Iron is the raw 
material for blood cells and. ju st 
as in our defense program , is the 
real bottleneck of production. The 
foods which contain iron in most 
abundance are egg yolk, oatmeal, 
whole w heat bread, beans, peas, 
1 spinach, prunes and nuts. 
In this industry of blood cell 
making, a driving force is also 
needed — an-executivc, somebody 
to keep the wheels turning. This 
is furnished by a chemical m anu­ 
factured in the wall of the stomach 
and stored in the liver. It is known 
to 
the 
medical 
profession 
as 
E.M.F. To you, as liver extract. 
It is easy to distinguish an 
anemia which is due to lack of iron 
from one due to lack of E.M.F. 
and the tre atm en t for each is self­ 
evident — to supply the missing 
ingredient. In cases where liver 
extract is used it is advised to give 
also a liver “cocktail’': equal parts 
raw (or broiled) liver and tomato 
juice, with a teaspoonful of yeast 
extract added.
